Volunteer 

firefighter 

forced to 
quit role 


A FIREFIGHTER has been forced to 
resign after fire service chiefs said 
it was against policy to employ 
someone in the Armed Forces. 

James Chalklin, 23, from Soham, has been 
in the Royal Air Force since he was 18 and is 
currently a firefighter stationed at RAF 
Conington. 

For the last 12 months, Mr Chalklin has also 
been a retained firefighter in his home town of 
Soham, where like all retained firefighters, he 
volunteers in his spare time to help save lives in 
the local area. 

On Tuesday he left his family and friends, 
including his partner, Toyah Hall, 23, and their 
5-month-old son, Riley-James, to travel to 
Afghanistan, where he will be stationed in

Camp Bastion for the next four months. 

But it was also on Tuesday that Mr Chalklin’s 
family revealed to the Weekly News that he had 
been forced to quit his role as a retained fire¬ 
fighter for Cambridgeshire Fire and Rescue 
Service. 

When Mr Chalklin applied to become a 
retained firefighter, a role which the fire service 
is calling out for, he says he stated that he was 
in the RAF in his forms. 

It was not until last month, when he asked 
his bosses for four months’ unpaid leave for his 
posting in Afghanistan, that a major issue 
arose.

Despite him having served as 
a retained firefighter for almost 
a year, fire chiefs said they were 
unable to employ military 
personnel - and that he should 
never have been appointed in 
the first place. 

The fire service says it has the 
policy because leaves of 
absence by people in the Armed 
Forces made it difficult to plan 
staffing. 

Mr Chalklin’s family say he 
was told he would be sacked 
unless he resigned, which he 
has now done. 

Mr Chalklin’s father, Brian, 56, 
who served as a retained 
firefighter in nearby Swaffham 
Bulbeck for more than 20 years, 
said his family was “outraged”. 

He said: “The whole situation 
is appalling. We are all outraged. 

“James has been a firefighter 
in die RAF for five years and he 
became a retained firefighter as 
he wanted to serve his local 
community. 

“When he applied, he made it 
clear that he was in the RAF 
because as far as he was aware 
there was nothing to hide 
anyway. 

“It was when he asked for four 
months’ unpaid leave to go to 
Afghanistan that the service 
started to make a fuss. 

“Even though other counties 
employ military staff, 
Cambridgeshire’s service insists 


it is against its policy to do so. 
But my question is, how was 
James appointed in the first 
place? 

“Despite numerous meetings 
with his bosses, James was told 
he should resign and that if he 
didn’t he’d be sacked. We all told 
him to resign as we didn’t want 
his future career affected by him 
being sacked.” 

Mr Chalklin added: “It’s tough 
enough for James going out to 
Afghanistan and leaving his 
family behind without knowing 
he had to resign from his local 
fire service too. 

“He’s gutted. It’s also ironic 
that the service has treated 
James like this when all you ever 
hear is how desperate they are 
for more retained firefighters.” 

There are currently 15 on-call 
firefighters in Soham. 

Neil Newberry, assistant chief 
fire officer for Cambridgeshire 
Fire and Rescue Service, said the 
service could not explain how 
Mr Chalklin came to be rec¬ 
ruited. 

He said: “Like many other fire 
and rescue services, we have a 
policy of not employing military 
personnel as the periods of 
absence that they require make 
it difficult to maintain an 
emergency service. 

“We cannot talk about 
individual circumstances in this 
case without the individual’s 
permission.”

Rail services on track 
for major Investments 


RAIL bosses are promising major 
improvements to East Cambridge¬ 
shire’s train services as part of a 
major £2.2 billion investment. 

On Monday, Network Rail announced 
what it described as the biggest investment 
in railway infrastructure since the Victorian 
era, including £2.2 billion for the lines 
serving East Anglia from London’s 
Liverpool Street station between 2014 and 
2019. 

The company said it would work with 
operators to increase the number of seats 
on routes into London during peak 
morning hours by 20 per cent, and 
confirmed a number of projects aimed at 
cutting journey times and relieving 
congestion. 

These include remodelling the Ely North 
junction to allow more trains to run 
between Cambridge and Norwich and 
doubling the track between Ely and 
Soham. 
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The possible re-opening of Soham 
station has again been identified as a 
priority. 

Network Rail says the major investment 
will make all services more reliable and 
faster - and should pave the way to 
increasing capacity. 

There will also be improvements on the 
line to Kings Cross, including a new 
passenger line and platforms at Finsbury 
Park and Alexandra Palace stations, 
reducing congestion on the approach to 
London, and the Hitchin flyover which will 
carry Cambridge trains over the main line, 
relieving a key bottleneck. 

Other improvements have been 
announced previously, including planned 
new stations at Cambridge Science Park, 
and the possibility that the next generation 


of intercity express trains could be used on 
the line between Cambridge and Kings 
Cross. 

Dave Ward, Network Rail’s route 
managing director for the south-east, said: 
“The railway is busier than it ever has been 
and passenger numbers continue to grow 
every year. As our railway gets busier the 
challenges get bigger and more complex. 

“We have entered an era of trade-offs. 
Increasingly we have to balance the need 
to build more infrastructure, run trains on 
time and cut costs, and in many areas 
choices will need to be made. 

“The plan we have set out will deliver 
real improvements to meet growing 
demand over the coming years and bring 
ageing parts of the network into the 21st 
century.” 

The major investment scheme has been 
submitted to the Office of Rail Regulation 
(ORR) and will be finalised in October with 
projects beginning in April 2014 and lasting 
until 2019.

DISCOUNT store chain 
Thingmebobs has been 
taken over by mammoth 
retailer QD Stores. 

Norwich-based QD 
Stores has bought the 
company, although all 
stores will continue to 
operate under the 
Thingmebobs brand, 
with no redundancies 
planned among the 
company’s 100-plus staff.

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Signalling problems 
lead to rail delays 

COMMUTERS faced lengthy delays on 
Monday morning due to signalling 
issues in Ely. 

All trains passing through Ely were 
delayed because of signalling problems 
at Ely North Junction. 

The problems were discovered just 
after 9am and, although they were fixed 
by 9.45am, it took some time for all 
services to be restored to their usual 
times. 

A spokeswoman for Network Rail 
apologised to rail users. 

She added: “The delays were caused 
by signalling problems at the Ely North 
Junction, which affected all trains 
passing through Ely. 

“Engineers managed to fix the problem 
at 9.43am, although because of the 
delays caused, it had a knock-on effect 
and it did take some time for all the 
trains to run at their usual times.” 
Crosscountry, East Midlands Trains, 
First Capital Connect and Greater Anglia 
trains were all affected.

Knifeman 
terrifies 
store staff 

A ROBBER held staff at a shop 
at knifepoint before dem¬ 
anding cash from the till. 

The terrifying incident 
happened at the One Stop 
store in Wisbech Road, 
Littleport, just before 5pm last 
Thursday. 

A man entered the store 
and threatened staff with a 
knife before demanding 
money from the till. 

Cash was handed over to 
the offender, who fled before 
staff were able to call police. 

The amount of money 
stolen is not known. 

Police have confirmed that 
a 45-year-old man from 
Littleport has since been 
arrested on suspicion of 
robbery. 

He has since been bailed by 
police until January 28. 

Staff at the store were not 
able to speak to the Weekly 
News about the raid. 

In January last year, the 
McColl’s convenience store in 
Main Street, Littleport, was 
robbed by masked men 
armed with knives. 

Two masked men armed 
with knives broke into the 
store and held the shop’s male 
assistant manager at 
knifepoint. 

They assaulted him and tied 
him up while they stole £6,000 
from die safe. 


College puts forward 
plans for £8m revamp 
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MULTI-MILLION pound 
plans to carry out the 
next phases of a massive 
refurbishment of Ely 
College have been 
submitted. 

The school has made an £8 
million bid to the Govern¬ 
ment’s Education Lunding 
Agency (ELA) for the next two 
phases of its ‘2020 vision 
capital redevelopment’ plan. 

The proposal, which would 
see development of a new 
entrance area, performing arts 
centre, dining hall, sixth-form 
and extended sports facilities, 
along with new classrooms for 
business, ICT, media and art, 
was lodged with the EFA under 
its Academies Capital Main¬ 
tenance Fund. 

The bid particularly add¬ 
resses the lack of sufficient 
space for forecast student 
numbers in these key subjects, 
and also in core services like 
catering and dining, both of 
which are currently served by 
facilities designed in 1969 for a 
school with only 450 students. 

Catherine Jenkinson-Dix, 
college principal, said: “These 
next phases of our rolling 
capital renewal programme are

critical parts of our longer-term 
plan to transform the school 
site and make it a more appro¬ 
priate environment for the 
provision of education in the 
21st century. 

“The bid also enables us to 
expand our facilities to meet 
the local authority’s forecasts of 
an imminent increase in 11-19 
age students in our catchment, 
and to cater for more of Ely’s 
young people, including those 
currently passing through the 
city’s expanding primary 
schools. 

“The bid is for phases two 
and three of an ambitious long¬ 
term capital development plan 


the college will look if the next 

that will see the school’s entire 
stock of buildings replaced over 
the next decade.” 

The college is being backed 
by the county council, which 
pledged £2 million towards the 
total project if the EFA app¬ 
roves the bid, reducing EFA’s 
commitment to £6 million. 

A combination of population 
growth and large-scale housing 
development within the Ely 
College catchment area means 
there will be a need for an 
additional 300 secondary 
school places by 2020. Included 
in the forecast is some demand 
from Littleport before the new 
secondary school there is ready

in September 2017. 

Cllr David Harty, cabinet 
member for learning at the 
council, said: “We have been 
discussing Ely College’s devel¬ 
opment plan with the principal 
and her colleagues and are 
satisfied it will provide for the 
educational needs of Ely’s 
growing population up to and 
beyond 2020. 

“The bid to the EFA not only 
supports the long-term need to 
permanently provide 10 forms 
of entry at the college, but will 
also enable the school to cater 
for the growth in Littleport 
ahead of development of that 
town’s new school.” 
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Fire crews

She said: “There is no doubt about it, 
parking charges will put people off coming 
into the city centre.” 

Nuts ‘n’ Stuff was only opened last 
February by local women Teresa Drever and 
Lisa Butterfield, who launched the new 
business after losing their jobs when the Ely 
branch of lulian Graves shut. 

Teresa, who lives in Stretham and is now 
running the shop alone, said the final day of 
trading will be Saturday, lanuary 26. 

She said: “It’s a tough decision for me to 


make and I know I’ll be in floods of tears on 
the last day. 

“Eve given my absolute all to the business 
but a combination of things has brought me 
to the decision to close. 

“The main reason is the current economic 
climate. Rates are going up, costs are going 
up yet the footfall is going down. 

“I have a lot of loyal customers but the 
footfall generally isn’t great. If the shop was in 
The Cloisters or the High Street then it might 
have been better but I don’t know.”

School praised by inspectors 


THERE are celebrations all round at a 
village primary school. 

Robert Arkenstall Primary School in 
Haddenham was been rated as ‘good’ in 
all areas in its latest Ofsted inspection, 
with some aspects judged as 
‘outstanding’. 

Inspectors praised the school’s 
teachers as “highly enthusiastic and 
dedicated” and praised the pupils’ 
reading and writing skills. 

In his report, the inspector, Andrew 
Saunders, said: “Teachers have an 
excellent rapport with the pupils, expect 
high levels of work and behaviour and 


use their good knowledge of the 
subjects they are teaching to carefully 
plan lessons. 

“Almost all teaching is at least good 
and some is outstanding. 

“Behaviour in lessons is typically 
good and is outstanding at times 
because pupils enjoy being at school, 
like the work the teachers give them to 
do, and work together cooperatively.” 

Mr Saunders said the school needed 
to give pupils “more demanding tasks” 
and “encourage them to get on with 
their own work as soon as they know 
what they need to do”. 


Message getting 
through to drivers 

FEWER motorists were arrested for 
drink-driving during Cambridgeshire 
police’s annual Christmas 
clampdown. 

This winter officers stopped 15,946 
drivers and arrested 102, down from 
110 arrests last year, when more than 
5,000 motorists were checked. 

Pc Steve Gedny, the force’s casualty 
reduction officer, said: “While it’s 
encouraging to see fewer drivers 
arrested than last year, sadly any 
arrest is one too many. 

“It appears our message is getting 
through, but it is always disappointing 
to see that there are still a number of 
motorists who think it is acceptable 
to drive while under the influence of 
drink or drugs.” 

Police carried out 1,143 breath tests 
during December. 

Pc Gedny added: “Not only were 
drivers being stopped as part of our 
Christmas drink-drive campaign but 
also during routine daily patrols and 
at incidents. 

“This work was not just about 
enforcement but reminding motorists 
that officers are on the roads 24/7.”

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Van driver is named after 
fatal collision with truck 


A VAN driver killed in a crash 
with a lorry in Fordham has 
been named as 24-year-old 
Anthony Rowlands. 

The collision took place on the 
B1102 Station Road in Fordham to 
the west of the A142 at 7.15am on 
Friday. 

Mr Rowlands, of Martin Close, 
Soham, was trapped in his Ford 
Escort van and died at the scene. His 
next of kin have been informed. 

The lorry, which was carrying 
bales of straw, was being driven by a 
24-year-old man from Barnstaple, 
North Devon, who was not hurt. 

A police spokesman said: “Police 
are investigating the collision and 
would like to hear from anyone who 
saw what happened or either vehicle 
just prior to the collision.” 

Station Road in Fordham was 
closed for about seven hours 
between the A142 Market Street 
junction and the Toyse Lane 
junction, while the scene near Chalk 
Farm was cleared. Fire crews from 
Soham, Burwell and Newmarket 
attended. 

An East of England Ambulance 
Service spokesman said: “We were

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called to the scene at 7.06am along 
Station Road to reports of a man in a 
van trapped under a lorry. 

“I can confirm that we did not 
treat anybody at the scene, so it is 
believed the lorry driver was 
uninjured. Nobody was taken to 
hospital.” 

The ambulance crew left at 
8.31am. 

Anyone with information about 
the accident should call police on 
101 . 

The crash is one of a number of 
serious accidents in the area in 
recent weeks. 

On Saturday, December 28 four 
people, including two children, were 
injured after two vehicles collided on 
the A142 Soham bypass at around 
3.15pm. 

On Thursday, December 27 a man 
suffered life-threatening injuries 
after he was involved in a two- 
vehicle crash on the A1123 at 
Wicken, close to the A142, at around 
6pm.

A BUSINESS park in Littleport 
could be expanded. 

Plans to build two new 
industrial units on land at the 
rear of Woodlands Business Park, 
in Wisbech Road, have been 
submitted to East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council. 

David Watson, who owns the 
site, has applied for planning 
permission to change the use of 
4,000 square metres of land at 
the rear of the business park 
from agricultural to industrial. 

If approved, two new units 
would be built on the land and 
create a total of 320 square 
metres of floor space for small 
start-up businesses. 

Mr Watson would also use the 
land to site farm machinery. 

In a statement to the council, 
his agents said: “The owner has 
been approached by several 


applicants for new start-up 
industrial units and he needs to 
site his farm machinery close to 
his offices. 

“This extension to the site, 
while using existing agricultural 
land, would be well screened 
with the addition of earth 
bunding and landscaping works 
to minimise visual impact. 

“The change of use and 
construction of this additional 
land area will provide new easily- 
accessible business units within 
an existing industrial site, and 
will create new local employ¬ 
ment.” 

A decision on the proposals 
could be made within the next 
eight weeks.

Contribution for 
social housing 

Sir, Readers maybe aware that there 
have been over 150 separate letters 
of objection sent to the planners at 
East Cambs in reference to the 
massive block of flats that McCarthy 
and Stone have applied to build in 
the back garden of Croylands in 
Cambridge Road. 

The scheme is promoted as one that 
cares for the local people and 
McCarthy and Stone are hoping that 
residents will be seduced by their 
soft PR ‘spin’ and not really study the 
plans in detail. (Their ‘artist’s 
impressions’ only bear a passing 
resemblance to reality). 

Readers maybe aware that 
developers of new schemes are 
obliged to provide 30% of the homes 
in any new development for 
affordable housing. This means for 
rent or part purchase. It is essential 
that an element of social housing is 
included and it is fair that 
developers who are making huge 
‘planning gains’ from the granting of 
planning permission put something 
back into the community. If this 
district is to have a future, the 
young, the vulnerable and the low 
waged must have somewhere 
decent to live. 

The proposal is currently to build 21 
flats so by the East Cambs’ 30% 
rulebook six flats should be 
affordable. McCarthy and Stone are 
not creating affordable housing at 
Croylands so are offering East 
Cambs £38,220 as a contribution to 
six flats. That’s £6,370 per flat. 

I suspect East Cambs will really be 
able to get to work and supply 
much-needed social housing with 
this sum. 

The facts are in an email to East 
Cambs dated November 8,2012 
from McCarthy and Stone, revealed 
as a result of a Freedom of 
Information Act request.

Good to see our 
winter visitor 

Sir, This year we are seeing more 
and more of what was in the past a 


rare winter visitor - the waxwing. 
Although I have lived and worked in 
the countryside all my life I have 
not, until this year, seen this 
beautiful gregarious bird. Its 
feathers are most striking in colour, 
especially the wing feathers which 
are black, white, yellow and red. The 
red tips to its secondary wing 
feathers appear like spots of red 
sealing wax, hence the name 
waxwing. Its under parts are a 
pinkish brown turning to darker 
brown on its back, a black throat 
and black stripe passing above and 
past the eye. The head has quite a 
large crest. 

Over the Christmas period I was 
fortunate to see a flock of 30 
individuals feeding on berries in a 
garden on Bushel Lane, Soham. 
They appeared to be unaware of my 
presence as they were a mere 10 to 
12ft from me and only took to the 
wing when a car went by. 

In winter, the waxwing feeds mainly 
on the berries of hawthorn, rowan, 
gelder rose and a few others. We are 
informed that the crop of such 
berries on the continent has been 
poor this year. This has caused the 
waxwing (and probably other 
species) to widen their search for 
food, hence their appearance in 
greater numbers in the UK. 
Unfortunately I did not have a 
camera with me at the time so I am 
unable to provide you with a picture 
of these unusual birds, but there are 
a number of photos available online 
should anyone wish to see what 
they look like.

What help with 
family budgets? 

Sir, I read with interest the article 
‘Lower bills given welcome by MP’ 
(Ely Weekly News, December 6) in 
which fames Paice was saying that 
family budgets will be helped by 
action on energy prices, council tax 
freezes, tax cuts, and low interest 
rates. I beg to differ. 

Both East Cambs District Council 
and Cambridge County Council have 
not frozen council tax - instead they 
ignored Whitehall and increased the 


tax by 3% last year. VAT has increased 
from 17.5% to 20%, which is a 
significant rise in expense for low- 
income households. Low-interest 
rates have helped people in debt, 
true, but they have also caused much 
hardship for retired people who have 
prudently saved for retirement and 
now find their income is slashed. 
Government policy has also 
produced low annuity rates, which 
has the same effect on people 
retiring. As far as the proposals for 
forcing electricity companies to offer 
the lowest tariff go, there will be no 
real savings made here because the 
informal power company cartel will 
just fix the lowest price tariffs to suit 
themselves. 

MP Mr Yeo also said recently that it 
was reasonable to increase our power 
bills by £3 per week to fund Green 
Energy. Helping with family budgets? 
I think not. 

Incidentally, I am not affiliated to, 
nor do I support, any political party.

Trust given 
approval to 
run school 


AN education trust 
has been given 
permission by the 
Government to run 
Soharris new primary 
school when it is 
built. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council picked the Staploe 
Education Trust (SET) in 
October last year to run 
the town’s third primary 
school.

Gateway, also known as 
Shade Common, in several 
phases. 

Dr Carin Taylor, prin¬ 
cipal at Soham Village 
College, and who has led 
the SET bid, said: “This 
school will play an 
important part in the 
creation of a new comm¬ 
unity in north Soham. 

“We are determined that 
it will be a wonderful 
place for young people to 
learn and develop the 
confidence and skills that 
they will need for the rest 
of their lives. 

“We will rely on our 
local primary colleagues 
for knowledge and 
expertise, and will make 
good use of bespoke 
primary consultancy 
where we need to. 

“The college will remain 
focused on its students 
and staff, and the drive for 
further improvement in 


teaching and learning, 
behaviour and achieve¬ 
ment for all young people 
in our community will 
remain at the heart of all 
we do.” 

Plans to provide Soham 
with a third primary 
school have been in the 
pipeline for years and 
have rapidly developed 
recently in a bid to tackle 
East Cambridgeshire’s 
ever-growing shortage of 
primary school places. 

The SET was the only 
candidate for running the 
new facility as another 
applicant, Lilac Sky 
Schools, pulled out at the 
last minute. 

Cllr David Harty, the 
county council’s cabinet 
member for learning, said 
the SET’s proposals, which 
were supported unani¬ 
mously by an assessment 
panel, were “compre¬ 
hensive and robust”. 

It is hoped a new pre¬ 
school and reception class 
will be up and running by 
September.

A SCHOOL which caters for 
boys with behavioural 
difficulties has been rated 
as ‘outstanding’ in all areas 
by Government inspectors. 

Assessors from Ofsted say the 
overall effectiveness of The 
Harbour School in Wilburton is 
outstanding, as is each individual 
area of the school. 

The Harbour School opened in 
September 2003 and is a day and 
residential school for boys aged 5 
to 17 who have social, emotional 
and behavioural difficulties. 

In their report, inspectors said 
pupils gained “enormous benefit” 
from their residential experience 
and the “excellent individual 
support” they received. 

The inspectors added: “They 
make substantial progress in 
developing confidence, self¬ 
esteem and social skills, which in 
turn contributes to their 
educational progress. 

“Pupils benefit greatly from the 
positive relationships with staff 
who are warm, consistent and 
nurturing in their approach and 
provide positive role models. 

“Excellent provision is made for 
the pastoral support of pupils,

thereby supporting their 
educational progress. 

“Pupils’ health and well-being 
are promoted and supported 
extremely well in partnership 
with parents and a range of other 
professionals. 

“The residential accomm¬ 
odation provides a welcoming 
environment where boys can 
relax and feel comfortable.” 

The arrangements for ensuring 
pupils’ welfare and safety were 
also judged to be outstanding, as 


was the leadership and 
management of the school’s 
boarding provision. 

The report said: “Staff are 
competent, highly committed 
and fulfil their roles and 
responsibilities effectively. 

“All staff report they have access 
to extremely good support and 
guidance to assist them in their 
work. 

“The school has a strong 
commitment to the provision of 
high-quality training both 
in-house and through external 
agencies. 

“There is excellent comm¬ 
unication with parents, carers and 
other professionals. 

“The boarding provision is 
highly inclusive - boys integrate 
well and form positive relation¬ 
ships between themselves and 
with staff. 

“Staff acknowledge and value 
individual differences and are 
very experienced in meeting 
diverse needs.” 

Head teacher, Mary Rayner, 
said: “We are all, of course, 
delighted with the inspection 
outcome. 

“The residential provision is a 
great asset to the school and 
students and it is wonderful for 
Ofsted to have validated the work 
of the staff and young people 
here.”

A FORMER butcher's shop 
has been snapped up by fish 
and chip shop owners who 
want to turn the premises 
into a “village asset". 

The former Hills, Harnwell and 
Rutterford butcher’s shop in High 
Street, Sutton, has been at the 
centre of controversy since it shut 
down more than a year ago. 

It has been subject to two 
planning applications - both 
which involved turning the shop 
into a takeaway - which were 
rejected by planners due to 
concerns raised by villagers. 

Now the shop has been brought 
by brothers Mark and Pete Petrou, 
who own fish and chip shops 
across Cambridgeshire. 

However, the brothers say they 
do not want to turn the premises 
into a chippie - but into something

else that residents in Sutton can be 
proud of. 

Mark said: “We are well known 
for our award-winning fish and 
chips but we also have a history of 
buying struggling or closed 
businesses and breathing new life 
into them too. 

“The Hippodrome in March and 
The Anchor in Wimblington are 
two great examples of struggling 
businesses that now have safe 
futures as a result of our efforts. 


“Buying this shop felt really good 
and we are determined to make 
sure it remains an asset for the 
village. 

“The whole reason we have 
bought the shop is to prevent it 
from becoming a takeaway.” 

The brothers are now planning 
several open days where locals will 
be invited to come and meet them, 
and propose ideas for the shop. 

Mark said: “The consultation 
period will last for several weeks 
and a decision will be made based 
upon our findings. 

“Whatever we decide to do with 
this shop, it will have to be 
sustainable. And to survive in 
business today, any shop must 
meet the needs of the community. 

“Any change of use will have to 
be approved by the authorities but 
most importantly be supported by 
the village.” 

Details of the open days will be 
posted in the shop window within 
the next few days and villagers are 
being urged to attend.

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Abuse failures are 
found at care home i 




A CARE home has been 
told to improve after 
inspectors found it was 
failing to protect young 
disabled adults from 
potential abuse. 

The Brambles, a four-bed care 
home in Soham for young adults 
with learning and physical 
disabilities, was inspected by the 
Care Quality Commission (CQC) 
and found to be failing to protect 
vulnerable adults from potential 
harm as some staff did not know 
what they should do if they 
suspected someone was being 
abused. 

The report said: “People who 
use the service were not protected 
from the risk of abuse because 
the provider had not taken 
reasonable steps to identify the 
possibility of abuse and prevent 
abuse from happening.”

Following the visit on October 
25, an inspector said: “We found 
that not all staff were aware of 
what procedure they should 
follow if they suspected someone 
had been abused. 

“However, the manager stated 
that he would take action imme¬ 
diately to improve staff’s 
knowledge.” 

They also said: “We found that 
staff knew the people who used 
the service well and treated them 
as individuals and cared for them 
in a way that promoted their 
independence and dignity. 
Although the people who used 
the service were not able to give 
us their views, we observed the 
way that staff supported them 


and the interaction between them 
and the staff was very positive.” 

During the inspection a parent 
of one of the service users told 
inspectors: “My son lacks for 
nothing - they ensure he gets 
everything he needs and is well 
taken care of.” 

Anthony Barnes, owner and 
manager of The Brambles, based 
in Station Road, said he took 
action immediately after the 
inspection. 

He said: “We have a policy in 
place and staff are trained in 
safeguarding, but as soon as the 
inspection took place we took 
action straightaway. 

“I have completed a raising 
awareness course with Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council and 
I’m going to do the managers’ 
course in January, and from that 
we will update our current 
policies and procedures.”

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Families in 
fresh calls 
on crossing 
near school 


WORRIED families are 
launching fresh calls for 
a pedestrian crossing to 
be built on one of Ely’s 
busiest roads. 

Concerned residents have 
been calling for a zebra 
crossing to be fitted in Lynn 
Road for some time. 

But still pedestrians, the 
majority of whom are parents 
walking their children to and 
from school and nursery, have 
no crossing to use. 

Just months after parents’ 
pleas were published in the 
News, an angry father has 
launched a fresh call on the 
community website, Shape 
YourPlace. 

He said: “Anyone crossing 
Lynn Road is putting their life 
at risk. 

“Recently the walkway from 
Lynn Road to Bentham Way 
(parallel to Queen Emma 
Walk) was upgraded and lots 
of people use it on the school 
run to Spring Meadow and St 
Marys. 

“At the Lynn Road end, 
however, there’s no provision 
for crossing the main road. 

“This is a very busy road 
which is very difficult to 
cross, especially with children 
on scooters/bikes and in 
prams. 

“Not only does the traffic 
not slow down and seems 
never ending, but there’s no 
drop curbs either. 

“Several times my boys have 
crossed the road, only to be

stuck trying to lift their bikes 
(6-year-old) and scooter (4- 
year-old) onto the pavement, 
with lorries bearing down on 
them. 

“This location desperately 
needs a zebra crossing.” 

Ely childminder, Sue Smith, 
who runs Sweet Peas 
Childcare, has also been 
calling for a pedestrian 
crossing. 

She said: “I have to cross 
Lynn Road most mornings 
and it’s awful. It just isn’t 
safe. 

“This is such a busy road, 
yet it is also so busy with 
pedestrians, especially mums 
and dads taking their little 
ones to school or nursery. 

“We urgently need a zebra 
crossing so that vehicles are 
forced to stop to let people 
cross the road safely.” 

The issue with pedestrian 
crossings, or the lack of them, 
is common in Ely. 

Campaigns are currently 
under way to get zebra 
crossings in numerous areas, 
including in High Barns and St 
Johns Road. 

As reported in the Weekly 
News last week, a petition 
calling for a pedestrian 
crossing in Downham Road 
has recently achieved success, 
with the new facility set to be 
built this spring.

MP welcomes lorry charges 


PLANS to charge foreign 
lorries to travel on Britain’s 
roads are moving forward - 
much to the delight of a local 
MP. 

Steve Barclay, MP for 
North East Cambridgeshire, 
has been calling for overseas 
haulier firms to be charged to 
use Britain’s road network for 
some time. 

The Government is now 
pressing ahead with the 
changes, which it hopes will 
come into force in April 2014. 

Currently, UK hauliers have 
to pay to use roads in other 
European countries but 
overseas lorries pay nothing 
to use roads in the UK.

If the changes come into 
force, foreign hauliers would 
have to pay up to £10 a day 


or £1,000 a year to use UK 
roads. 

UK hauliers would also 
have to pay the charge, but 
would then be reimbursed, 
which could be done by 
cutting the cost of their tax 
disc or lower the fuel duty 
they pay. 

Mr Barclay said: “It’s 
simply unfair that foreign 
lorries can use our roads for 
free, while ours have to pay 
charges abroad. 

“I’m delighted this change 
is going to happen. 

“It will directly benefit 
businesses in North East 
Cambridgeshire and East 
Anglia more generally.”

A FUNDRAISING campaign has 
been launched in a bid to give a 
set of historic handbells a new 
lease of life.

POLICE are being 
urged to get tougher 
on anti-social cyclists 
in Ely. 

Officers have been 
clamping down on rule- 
breaking bikers in the city 
since last autumn after 
concerns were raised by 
residents at a neigh¬ 
bourhood panel meeting. 

But people say police 
need to do more to crack 
down on anti-social 
cyclists, who they say are 
putting pedestrians’ safety 
at risk. 

The area causing great¬ 
est concern to residents is 
the commuter path 
alongside the River Great 
Ouse, near to the Cutter 
Inn, which is heavily used 
by cyclists travelling to and 
from Ely railway station. 

Even though there are 
signs telling bikers that 
cycling is not permitted on 
the path, many continue 
to do so.

Bowman, of nearby 
Victoria Street, said: “There 
are still many cyclists who 
are flouting the law by 
biking along this path. 

“It’s so dangerous and I 
actually feel quite on edge 
when I’m walking there 
with my children. 

“The cyclists dodge in 
and out of the pedestrians 
using the path, even 
though there are signs 
clearly stating that the path 
is not to be cycled on. 

“The thing that worries 
me the most is that the 
path runs right alongside 
the river. Unless this stops 
it is only a matter of time 
before a child or an elderly 
person is knocked into the 
water.” 

The issue was first raised 
by users of the path at a 
neighbourhood panel 
meeting last year and since 


October, police have been 
treating the issue, and 
other anti-social cycling 
issues, as a priority. 

However, it is continuing 
to prove a problem and 
police say it is still being 
treated as a priority. 

A spokesman for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Police con¬ 
firmed that it was still a 
priority for local officers 
and that patrols have been 
taking place. 

He said: “Officers have 
carried out patrols during 
the peak times for reports 
of people cycling along the 
river side in contravention 
of the signs being dis¬ 
played. 

“The vast majority of 
cyclists observed in these 
patrols were not comm¬ 
itting offences. 

“However, cyclists who 
were being anti-social 
have been given words of 
advice about cycling in this 
area.”

Best laid plans need time and care

I T MAY still be a bit nippy to 
be doing many jobs in the 
garden, so now’s a perfect 
time to relax and make design 
plans for the year to come. 

Ideas may come from magazines, a TV 
programme or may simply be inspired by 
a neighbour’s garden, but it’s best to buy 
yourself a notebook and jot down your 
plans. 

Whatever you decide to do, whether 
it’s creating a new bed or making radical 
changes with hard landscaping, work out 
how much time and effort you’re 
prepared to spend on the project and the 
subsequent maintenance that will 
require. 

It’s no use planting a garden full of 
high-maintenance plants if you’re not 
going to be there to deadhead, water, feed 
and keep everything under control. 

Think about where you are going to 
site any new project. If you’re planning a 
raised bed for vegetables, make sure it’s 
going to be in a sunny spot with not 
much shade from overhanging trees, or 
you won’t be able to grow a huge variety 
in there. And remember that veg patches

can be high maintenance too, as weeding, 
watering and feeding is likely to be a 
regular requirement. 

If you’re a seasoned gardener, you’ll 
already know what type of soil you have. 
If not, a simple soil test kit can be bought 
from any garden centre which will 
indicate what type of soil you have and, 
from there, you can find out what types 
of plants will grow in it. 

If your garden is dry, shady, or you 
have clay or acid soil, you need to work 
with it. Don’t try to fight it by changing 
the make-up of the soil because no 
matter how much organic matter you add, 
eventually the original type will come 
through. If you want to grow acid-loving 
plants such as azaleas but have alkaline 
soil, you’re best off growing them in pots 
of ericaceous compost. 


Other practicalities to consider when 
creating a new area include drainage, 
storage space, available electricity and 
water. If the garden’s on a slope, you may 
need to level the site or install a drainage 
system. If you’re planning a paved area, 
make sure it’s level but with enough 
camber to drain effectively or you’ll end 
up with puddles you don’t want. 

Think outside the box and you may 
come up with a more interesting design. 
Never, for instance, make narrow borders 
along boundary fences, because 
following the boundary lines will just 
emphasise the shape of your garden and 
make it look smaller. 

If you’re creating a new bed or border, 
the minimum width should be lm (40in), 
and even that will restrict what can be 
grown. It’s better to go for a border twice 


or even three times that width for dwarf 
shrubs and modest perennials. 

Strong shapes are important and need 
to blend with your house, keeping 
everything in proportion and making 
both outdoor and indoor space merge 
seamlessly. 

The general rule of thumb with 
proportion of planting and features to 
open space is one-third planting to two- 
thirds space. 

Without the space, the planting and 
features within the garden cannot be seen 
to best advantage. 

Even if you have an awkward-shaped 
garden, you can create spaces within it 
which can be explored - it might be a 
circular lawn or a winding path, fringed 
by planting and focal points to give it 
depth and structure. 


You may want to create a change of 
level in your garden to define specific 
areas, using terracing, or install points of 
interest along the way such as a water 
feature, seating or an eye-catching statue. 
Consider light and shade, which can also 
be used to change the shape of a space by 
creating the illusion of depth and 
distance. 

Of course, gardeners are always 
interested in new plants, but often the 
plants which can be guaranteed to steal 
the show are old favourites, so look at 
what you already grow successfully in 
your borders, the plants which like your 
soil and their situation, and perhaps 
consider repeat planting further along. 

Most of all, when planning, work out 
what you want the garden for - is it to 
relax, to experiment with gardening or to 
use as a family-friendly play area? If 
your children are regularly playing 
football in it, forget a bowling green 
finish or planting delicate plants around 
the lawn which are likely to get their 
flowers knocked off by a ball. 

And remember that fashion plays its 
part when planting. 

Years ago, hybrid tea and floribunda 
roses were in vogue but now alliums and 
tree ferns have become the must-have 
plants - but will they still be in fashion 
in a few years’ time? 

You may be better off with something 
you’re happy with on an everyday basis 
as the basic structure of planting, but you 
can vary the colour and type of seasonal 
planting from year to year.

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The Homesnow team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


LI Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

1^ Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

Q Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

LI Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move.

tested in temperatures 


from -30C to 50C, with 
Bentley claiming it can 
withstand monsoon 
rain and maintain 
'draft-free warmth’ even 
on the coldest winter 
days. 

Handling improve¬ 
ments over the 
standard Continental 
GT Convertible come 
from stiffer suspension 
bushes and stronger 


anti-roll bars, while the 
ride is set up 10mm 
lower.

THERE’S been a 
huge amount of 
advice written in 
recent times about 
how to achieve the 
big miles per gallon 
figures that we’re 
told are possible, 
writes Matt 

Kimberley. 

But despite the 
endless publicity, most 
people don’t pay any 
attention whatsoever 
when they’re on the 
road. 

Find me more than a 
handful of people who, 
when it comes to their 
drive to work, are 
actually bothered. It’s all 
about being smooth on 
the accelerator, goes the 
advice you’ll read over 
your morning cereal, 
before everyone around 
you in the morning 
traffic hoofs their 
respective loud pedals, 
sailing off up the road in 
clouds of burnt fuel. 

It’s no wonder there’s 
still so much fuss about 
cars not meeting their 
apparent potential fuel 
economy. Some green¬ 
footed genius managed 
to squeeze a real-world 
independently verified 
108mpg average out of a 
Ford Fiesta Econetic 
diesel a few weeks ago. 
Getting huge fuel 
economy is possible if 
you try, and it’s really 
not that hard. 

So why aren’t people 
trying? Still too much 
effort? Too set in their

ways? Fear of failure? 
Lack of confidence? 
People just don’t want 
to try; that’s the way I 
see it. 

I can count on one 
hand the number of 
people I’ve seen using 
foresight and lifting off 
the throttle way ahead 
of a traffic jam in the 
last six months. That 
sort of thing makes a 
huge difference to your 
MPG figure, but people 
can’t be bothered to 
take even the simplest 
of steps. 

It seems most people 
just want to feel like 
they’re doing everything 
in their power to get 
where they’re going as 
quickly as possible, 
even when that exact 
thing is utterly futile. 

There’s hard research 
showing how much less 
petrol is being bought, 
and surveys showing 


how people are using 
their cars less to save 
money, but the middle 
ground where people 
can drive as they’ve 
always done - but much 
more efficiently - seems 


like a no-go zone. 

The potential for up 
to 20 per cent better 
economy without 
changing cars should be 
enough incentive for all 
of us.

Injury rules Tyler 
out of prize shot 


TYLER Goodjohn has been 
forced to turn down a 
lucrative crack at this 
month’s Betfair Prizefighter 
tournament following wrist 
surgery. 

But the Wentworth boxer 
aims to make up for it by 
challenging Danny Connor for 
the third time in a title fight 
later this year. 

Goodjohn underwent an 
operation on the torn tendon 
three days after knocking out 
Sylwester Walczak last month 
and will be unable to throw a 
punch again for another five 
weeks while his wrist heals. 

It meant he had to turn 
down the opportunity of 
taking part in the televised 
Prizefighter welterweight 
competition - an event 
featuring eight of the country’s 
top hitters meeting each other 
in a knockout format - 
in Wolverhampton on 
fanuary 19. 

He said: “Eddie Hearn 
(Prizefighter matchmaker) 
spoke to my trainer about 
taking part and it’s just nice I 
had the offer. 

“I’ve only had nine fights, so 
I didn’t think they’d ever pick 
me, but I was the first person 
to be confirmed if I wanted 
the place. 

“It would have been a great 
move, but I wouldn’t go into 
Prizefighter just to make a 
semi and pick up a bit of 
money, 

“I’d want to be 100 per cent 
and try to win it, so it was a 
hard decision and a smart 
decision. 

“I just couldn’t go into 
another training camp with 
the wrist injury because it was 
hurting me a lot and I’m glad 
it’s sorted now” 


Instead, Goodjohn, 21, has 
bouts lined up at London’s 
York Hall on March 9 and 
Grays Civic Hall on April 5 and 
hopes to use them as a 
build-up for a deciding 
contest with Southern Area 
light-welterweight champion 
Connor. 

He beat the Londoner on 
points two years ago only to 
suffer a narrow points loss 
when they clashed again for 
the British Masters crown 
last May. 

“The plan over the next two 
fights is to get back down to 
light-welter and have another 
rematch with Danny Connor,” 
said Goodjohn. 

“He’s defending his 
Southern Area title the same 
night as I’m next boxing and if 
he gets through that, I think 
he’ll give me a chance to fight 
for it again. 

“I know he’s really game. 
He’s one of those people 
who’d fight anyone, but at the 
same time it’s also in our 
interests to fight again 
because we’ve got a bit of 
history and it’s one people will 
want to see.” 
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
